One of the most important problems confronting the people in tearly 
all countries is how to bring down the costs of production to figures more 
nearly approximating those which prevailed prior to the war. It is like- 
wise the most difficult problem to solve without creating conditions which 
would be even more disastrous than the present handicap imposed upon 
all productive enterprise. 

The war created conditions which resulted in a rapid and phenomenal 
rise in the cost of all raw materials and labor; in fact, of everything entering 
into the production of goods and articles of every description, | The in- 
evitable result was an enormous increase in prices, and while war’s demands 
kept up production to top-notch capacity, with the ending of the war and 
‘the re-stocking of the world’s. supply of necessities, tltere has come a falling 
off in demand and consequently in production because people cannot pay 
the prices which présent costs of production make it imperative to charge.

This is pure waste, but the printers insist 
upon it under the mistaken idea that they are thereby creating more employ- 

As a matter of fact by unnecessarily increasing costs they are actu- 
curtailing employment. 

One of the most serious handicaps to business today is the excessive- 
ly high railway freight rates. These unduly high charges are affecting 
every line of business and production,” These high rates were partly 
brotight about during the war. by the high cost of raw materials, but these 
costs are now substantially lower, /Wages, however, are still high. “ But 
the most serious item in costs of railway operation are the new regulations 
imposed by the railway unions which force the employment of three, four 
and five mento do a piece of work which one man, or a man and 
a helper, can @o just as well and even more expeditiously. - The labor of the 
others is pure waste, for which the public is compelled to pay, and which 
necessitates excessive freight and passenger rates in order to pay for this 
waste. 

Toll is taken on every bushel of grain raised, every head ‘of livestock 
shipped, every load of lumber or coal, every item of merchandise handled, 
to pay for this waste. Nobody escapes from paying for a. share of this 
waste: The railway employee who fancies he is profiting from enforcing 
these economically unsound regulations pays just as do other railway em- 
ployees, union labor everywhere, and the people generally who know they 
do not benefit in any degree from having men employed in the doing of 
unnecessary and totally unproductive work, 

Dean Swift, in one of his famous satires makes the King. of Brobdingnag 
express the opinion that whoever could make two, ears of corn, or two 
blades of grass to grow upon a spot of ground where orily one grew before, 
deserved better of mankind and did more essential service to his country 
than the whole race of politicians-put together. Unfortunately for the 
present age, organized labor seems to have become permeated with the idea 
that the wise, proper and statesmanlike course is for a man to produce only 
one-half or one-third as much as he is easily capable of producing, and to 
insist that several men should be employed to do what would be only. a rea- 
sonable day’s avork for one. 

In next week's article some recent disclosures resulting from an official 
inquiry will be cited as indicating the direction in which reform must, come 
in ordet to right, or at all events improve, existing economic conditions in 
this and other countries.

8 RYE PRODUCTION. 

A movement is now on foot to encourage the production of 
winter rye‘in what is known as the dry belt of Southern Alberta 
and Southwestern Saskatchewan. Quite a large acreage was 
sown last fall and it has proven a great success. 
rye in this part of Western Canada may be the means of solving 
the problem in this dry country. It is well known that rye does 
not require as much moisture as other grains and produces about 
the same amount per acre as wheat does under favvorablé condi- 
tions. We would like to see this cerial given a fair trial and we 
hope to see a large acreage sown with this grain this fall. 

There is a large market for rye throughout the world and 
several million bushels could easily be disposed of at a price about 
25 cents less than wheat. ; 

A good crop of rye is far better than no crop of wheat and 
if it can be successfully grown in this section it would soon put the 
farmers in this country on a good financial basis. 


Rye straw also makes a good feed for stock and will produce | } 


feed after the grain has been cut. It will also go a long way.in 
solving the weed problem, as it will get a start before the weeds do. 


The farmers in this section should prepare a good piece of ' 


their farm and plant it to rye this fall, and see what the result will 
be. It is almost a certainity that it will do better than wheat has 
done in this section in the past five years, 


FALSE CRY OF FIRE, 
A large number of the eastern papers are terribly alarmed 
over the defeat of the government candidate in this constituency in 


the late bye-election, and the success of the farmers in the recent HH} 


Alberta general election. They say that if the Progressive party 
comes into power at Ottawa at the next election they will proceed 
to enact a free trade policy at once, thereby putting the Canadian 
manufacturers out of business. : 

T. A. Crerar and other leaders of this new political move- 
ment, have stated on several occasions that there is no intention of 
adopting a tariff policy that will upset business, but that they will 
make these tariff changes gradually. ; 

While the Review holds no brief for the farmers’ political 
movements, we do believe that the ultra-conservative element in 
the east are overly.frightened. We do not believe that there is any 
large number of people in this country that believes in free trade, 
but we do believe that a large majority are for a tariff that will 
yield a revenue’that will go a long way towards paying the govern- 
ment’s expenses. A high tariff wall will not do this, but will raise 
the price of everything that a high tariff is placed on. 

- The newspapers supporting the present government had 
better stop trying to scare the people and let the government know 
the real reasons why the people are so restless. We might cite 
two of three of them, as follows: 

: The injustice in the enforcement of the income tax, where” 
by the man with a small income is paying to the limit of his income, 
while the man of large income is able to cover up a.large share of 
his.

Again, the small business man is compelled to collect a sales 
tax on what he sells and in forwarding it to the government he is 
compelled to make a sworn statement each month, which usually 

- costs 25 cents, and then send a marked check payable at par, to the 
collector of inland revenue, which costs him another 15 or 25 cents 
for exchange. And yet he is only acting as a collector for the gov- 
ernment, - , 

The above are two matters that is doing more to make the 
present government unpopular than anything else. If the govern- 
ment had listened to the average small business man in the past in- 
stead of the vested interests, there would be some chance of their 
return to power. But not now. : 


We understand that there has been enough rain in this sec- 
tion to enable Mr. Hatfield, the alleged rainmaker, to collect $4,000 
on the terms of his contract. As there has been more rain in other 
years without the assistance of Mr. Hatfield, and as there has not 
been enough this year to produce a fair crop in the area supposed 
to be covered by the rainmaker, the only way this matter can be 
figured out is that about $4,000 we paid and no returns realized. 
Well, a new crop of easy ones are coming into the world every year. 


One of the most serious matters confronting Western Can- 
ada today is the condition of the livestock market. With the Brit- 
ish embargo and the United States tariff the stockmen are facing 
annihilition if a way out is not discovered soon. The Dominion 
‘government should give this matter serious attention and devise 

.some way to relieve the situation.

It is well on in the fourth century 
since Sir Walter Raleigh introduced to- 
bacco to England and since that time 
it has grown into world-wide popular- 
ity. There are now, Mr. H. A. Free- 
man, Dominion Tobacco specialist tells 
us in a bulletin just issued at Ottawa. 
on “White Burley Tobacco in Canada,” 
more than fifty species of the. genus 
Nicotiana. On'the North Amrican 
continent the tobacco of commercial 
importance belongs bo the special Nico- 
tiana tabacum. White Burley, discov- 
ered in Ohio-in 1866 was introduced in- 
to Canada some years:later and is now 
grown principally: in Essex and Kent 
counties, but has extended ‘at inter- 
vals ‘along the shore counties as far as 
Prince Edward county. Its growth in 
quantity varies greatly. In 1911 and 
1913 thirteen million pounds of White 
Burley were grown in Canada; in 1914, 
15 and 16 three or four million pounds 
only; in 1919, fifteen million pounds, 
and in 1920 twenty. million pounds, 
The duty on importations is responsibl 
for the great increase in the last few 
years of home-produced tobacco.

Training Newspaper Men; 


Management of a Newspaper Re- 
quires a Great Deal of Executive 
Ability. : 

A School of. Journalism depends a 
great deal on the men at the head. 
Undoubtedly it-is just as important] 
to train leaders of thought in ‘social, 
political and economical questions as 
it is to train leaders of religion, medi- 
cine and science.: The difficulty is 
to combine the theoretical with the 
practical. There is a widespread 
view that anyone can be an editor, 
and the running a paper is child’s 
work, The fact that 146 newspapers 
went out of existence in this province 
in the last half-dozen years would in- 
dicate that the management of a 
newspaper requires a great deal of 
executive ability, careful judgment 
and foresight. It is not the easy 
task the public generally imagine. 
Undoubtedly the establishment of 
a# School of Journalism in some of our 
large centrés would be wortli. while. 
Similar schools in the United States 
have met with a large measure of 
successi—From the Farmers’ Sun.

Some Newspaper Figures 


Comparative Publishing Costs of a 
Newspaper Since 1907. 

An editor who has a morbid taste 
for post-mortem examinations, has 
prepared a schedule of the compara- 
tive publishing costs of a newspaper 
since the year 1907. In submitting 
his figures, he makes the trite remark 
that while during the war and after, 
men in several lines of business spent 
much of their time holidaying in Flor- 
ida or California, or acquired a taste 
for high powered motor cars, and the 
wage earners blossomed forth in silk 
shirts, the average publisher either 
went broke, or burnt the midnight oil 
trying to keep on the right side. In his 
figures he takes the year 1907 as nor- 
mal and put every item in that year 
on a basis of 100. His schedule 
shows the great increases since then, 
and incidentally the editorial salar- 
its have advanced less than any other 
branch of the cost. 

In 1907 wages were at 100; in 1914 
they had advanced to 178, but in 
Newsprint, 
from 100, jumped to 177 in 1914, and 
to 623 in 1921. Newspaper postage, 
which cobt the normal of 100 in 1907, 
was 147 in 1914, and 337 in 1921. Ink 
was 100 in 1907, 200 in 1914, and to- 
day stands at 331, Editorial expense 
jumped from 100 in 1907 to 120 in 
1914 and 241 in 1921. Miscellaneous 
expenses went from 100 in 1907 to 
125 in 1914, ahd to 244in 1921, Tak- 
ing the average of all newspaper 
costs, it was found that while the 
average in 1907 was 100, in’ 1914 
was 159, and in 1921 it reached the 
high mark of 411. 

From. reading these figures it is 
not surprising to read next that over) 
four thousand publications have gone} 
out of business in the United States 
and a great many in this country. 
The reason is not far to seek for ad;| 
vertising rates and subscriptions have 
not advanced in anything like a cor-; 
responding degree, The publishing 
of the above figures shows how hard 
thé’ newspapers have been hit by the| 
inflation in prices,
